DETAILED ACTION 
Response to Arguments 

1 . Applicant's arguments filed 2/4/2008 have been fully considered but they are not 
persuasive. 

The applicant argues that the Hiben reference does not teach "modifying the 
signal quality metric for each of the plurality of signal paths" further stating that the 
Hiben reference only teaches determining the signal quality metric but not modifying the 
signal quality metric. After careful consideration of the applicant's arguments, the 
examiner believes that the claims as currently written still do not overcome the Hiben 
reference. Firstly, the applicant states that the signal quality metric is determined, and 
after the signal quality metric is determined, the signal quality metric is modified. 
However, the claims do not necessarily state that the signal quality metric is modified 
"after" it is determined. The claims only state that the signal quality metric is 
"determined" not "generated". The terms "determined" and "generated" have two 
completely different meanings and "determining" the signal quality metric can happen at 
anytime, including before or after modification. The examiner believes that more 
specifics are needed in the claims more clearly stating that the signal quality metric is 
"generated" (pending that there is support in the specification for the term "generated") 
and then modifying the "same" signal quality metric "after" the signal quality metric is 
generated in order to better overcome the Hiben reference. Otherwise, the examiner 
can refer to the modifying of the filters, which causes the modification of the signal 
quality metric due to the adjust control signal 128 (fig. 1).
